S acramento, January 21,1880. 
The Assembly met pursuant to adjournment 
at 11 A. m., Speaker Cowdery in the chair. Roll 
called and quorum present. 
Prayer by the Chaplain. 
Reading of the journal dispensed with and the 
same corrected and approved. 
The Secretary of the Senate presented the report 
of the State Board of Examiners. Also, that the 
Senate bad passed Senate Bill No. S7. 
Mr. Tyler moved to take up Senate Bid No. 83 
and have it read a second time. This is the Senate 
test bill. I* was so read, the title and a few words 
of the bill read, which the Chair announced as the 
second reading. 
Mr. Young asked that the record be that the bill 
is read by title. 
The Speaker said the record was already made 
out.The Speaker wanted the House to decide whether 
it should be printed for the use of the House. 
Mr. H ardy thought one printing sufficient. 
Mr. Fox said the m atter was not open to ques­ 
tion. It had been printed once. 
The hillAvas not ordered printed. 
(Mr. TyMbr in the chair.) 
Mr. Gunas, of Red Bluff, presented a petition 
relative to school matters. 
Mr. Brown of Yuba presented a report from the 
Committee on Corporations, reporting back As­ 
sembly Bill No. W9, recommending that it do uot 
pas?.Also, Assembly Bill No. 48, recommending that it 
be passed. 
Also, Assembly Rill No. 44, recommending that it 
be pis?e4 as amended. 
Also, Assembly Bill No. 103, recommending it to 
be referred to Committee on I-abor and Capital. 
Mr. Suer burn* presented a report from the Com- 
mitee nn Engrossment. 
Mr. Young, from the Committee on Rules, referred 
back the resolution to take up the order of busi­ 
ness on one day where it *as left .ff the day pre­ 
vious, recommending passage. 
Mr. M kt opposed tin* resolution. When the file is 
crowded it will shut out all other business for weeks 
at a time. There are .ittle matters that are very 
important nd mu~t be transacted. The Assembly 
would regret it before a month. 
Mr. Young said he believed the resolution ought 
to pass. It is important that the greater and more 
w .igbty matters should be attended to That is what 
the members «ere sent here for. Too much time is 
lost with gmnll matters. Important legislation xuay 


be defeated by delay. The House has done very 
little of real importance, because so much time is 
consumed end frittered away in useless discission 
of unimportant matters The people will not justify 
any such a course of action, and it is not to the best 
interest of the State. 
Mr. Braunuart hojred the resolution would be 
adopted. He saw no reason why a m atter should be 
cut off by a motion to adjourn and thrown into un­ 
finished business. 
Mr. Cook was in favor of any resolution that 
would expedite business. There is but a short time 
in which to do the business, and he hoped the reso­ 
lution would be adopted. lie protested against so 
many speeches on unimportant matters to take up 
the time. 
Mr. Fox said he liad not met with the Committee 
on Rules, bi t his observation had ltd him to be- 
li'jve that this would be a very disastrous move. 
Day after day the House will be confined to the one 
order of business. lie would be in favor of bring­ 
ing the file on at an earlier hour jf the day. 
Mr. Carr of Yuba opposed the resolution. Any 
one who wants to introduce bills cannot have a 
chance to do so. Tne House will be completely 
tied up. It Í3 an unheurd*of rule. 
Mr. .McIntosh opposed the resolution. Those who 
have their bills in now will have them considered 
before any o her bill can be introduced. 
Mr. IIardy said it was a new departure, and it 
acts upon the assumption that the House will con­ 
tinue to argue frivolous matters. G r.at injury will 
result from the adoption of it. 
Mr. Mat said he did not claim to be the embodi­ 
ment of wisdom, but lie spoke from experience. We 
have in the order of business the concentrated wis­ 
dom of 500 years. It will take a week to clear the 
present file, and the House will be dosed to the re­

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS. 
Bv Mr. Morse—Whereas, a large amount of mail 
matter is constantly being transmitted from the 
l'ostoffice of the Pacific slope to the dead letter 
office at Washington, which m atter is ircreased in 
consequence of the recent order of the Postmaster- 
General relative to the mode of addressing letters : 
aud whereas, the* delay incident to such trai «mission 
is the cause ot serious inconvenience and even ]>e- 
cuni&ry loss to the j»eople of the Pacific coast; 
therefore,

lives. Adopted by a unanimous vote 
By Mr. Brume- Allowing the Committee on State 
H«•-pitáis leave of absence to visit certain institu­ 
tions. Adopted. 
By Mr. Coleman —A resolution limiting the 
amount of stationery allowed t > each committee to 
Mr. Foxic-Mr. Speaker, I believe as much in econ­ 
omy as any other gentleman here, but 1 do not be­ 
lieve in that kind of economy which will embarrass 
the business of this house. Ido not know how ii 
may turn out with other committees, but it is per 
fectly apparent that this limitatation will embarrass 
the Judiciary Committee. I do not bePeve that the 
people desire that this or any other committee shall 
furnish stationery at tin ir own t xpense. ' I he com­ 
mittee has a large amount of work and will require 
a considerable amount of stationery. It would be 
an act of injustice to the committee. I think the 
resolution is unwise and unjust. 
Mr. May - Mr. Speaker, I was anticipating just 
such a resolution as that, because in the last fo ty- 
eight hours a gentlein n not known to me person­ 
ally, met me in the corridors of the Capitol, and 
arraigned me f«»r having introduced a resolution 
allowing Chairmen of committees t<> make drafts 
for stationery without being limited in amount. 
And he assured me that it wasa scheme to e?tabli«h 
stationery depots at the expense of the State. That 
the practice heretofore had been in this State—not 
to put to > fine a point upon it—for Chairmen of com­ 
mittees to steal stationery—to commit petit larceny 
upon the State for the purpose of establishing 
themselves and their friends in business in the sta­ 
tionery line. Well, I had not the honor of the 
gentleman’s -acquaint Mice, but I assured him 
that 
I believed snch had not been the 
practice, 
and 
that 
I 
was not alarmed 
about any <»f the Chairmen stealing stationery from 
the State. I may as well say it here and now, but 
let n:e whisper it, so it may not get out—1 say it 
here, because lie uared m eto ?ay it upon thi? floor— 
I confessed to him, and I confess to this house, that 
I, myself, have t.iken bill paper out of the commit- 
tee-room and drafted a bill on it, and I am going to 
do it again. Ii I want to write a letter in the com- 
mittcc-room I will take the State’s paper and write 
a letter on it, and I will put it m au envelop paid 
for by the State, and put a stamp on it paid for by 
the State. [Mr. May then proceeded to read a liit 
»f the amounts drawn by committees of the last 
session, showing that they had never been very ex­ 
travagant. aud scouting tho idea that any honorable 
man would lend himself to such petit larceny.] 
Mr. Hardy did not think the resolution out of 
place. He thought $25 sufficient for any committee. 
Mr. Coleman—Gentlemen have stated to me— 
gentlemen who arc Chairmen of committees—that 
they w ould not take any stationery, hut would take 
their contingent allowance out in stamps. Now, 1 
do not believe it i* just for some members to draw 
their stationery from committees while the rest 
have to pay for theirs. 1 do not think there is any­ 
thing just in that. There ought to be some limit 
placed upon the committees. 
The resolution was lost. 
TJIF. MILEAGE QUESTION. 
Mr. Carp, moved to take from the tabic the reso­ 
lution in relation to the mileage of members. The 
resolution reads as follows: 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this House that 
the Controller bo not authorized to draw mileage 
warrants at the rate of fifteen cents per mile. 
The Speaker- The resolution is out of order, be­ 
cause the whole matter has bet ii indefinitely post­ 
poned. 
Mr. Leach appealed from the decision of the Chair, 
and on a call of the roll the decision of the Chair 
was overruled, by a vote of 33 ayes to 41 nocs. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Speaker stated that the motion on the adop­ 
tion of the resolution was in order. 
Mr. Leach moved that the word “ irregular ” be 
stricken out by unanimous consent. 
Mr. Tyler objected to striking out the word “ ir­ 
regular,” stating that the House could not reverse 
its decision which was given while he was in the 
Chair. He thought it was not fair, and h«q>ed that 
the word would be allowed to stand. 
Mr. Leach explained that when he appealed from 
the decision he understood that the ruling of the 
Speaker whs that the resolution whs cut of order. 
Mr. Hardy stated that he would vote for the re­ 
tention of the wotd *• irregular,” as he believed that 
the proceedings were somewhat irregular at that 
time. 
Mr. Spencer hoped that the motion to strike out 
would prevail. 
Mr. Leach withdrew his motion. 
Hr. May arose to & point of order, and held that 
the House could not do indirectly what it had faiied 
to do directly. 
The Ciiair ruled that this resolution did not vote 
or take «way any mileage. 
Mr. Cameron arose to a point of order When 
I l»>ft the Assembly the question was taken 
“ whether the Speaker shall be mstained in his de­ 
cision.” The question was put and lost. The Speaker 
then decía eü that the motion was tak^n from the 
table. I rise to say that it takes a two-third vote to 
take a motion from the table, aud we have not 
taken the motion from the table 
Tn<- Speaker—The question is upon the adoption 
of the resolution 
Mr. Tyler said that s me newspapers who had 
never read this law had expressed opinions on this 
subject of mileage, and he objected to the authorit v 
of lhe newspaper?. The law of 1&77-3 estab­ 
lished the mileage *>f the members, and that law is 
still in force, for the Corutitutii n is not self-execut­ 
ing in this respect-; that, in bis judgment, even 
m »n «imply stultified himself to vote for that reso­ 
lution. He said that members have no right to vote 
f«>r fifteen cents mileage, and the law remains h. 
force until the first of July, IScO. He was nut in 


favor of fifteen cents per mile, but was willing to 
vote for a btll to fix it at five cents per mile and to fix 
the per oiem at $8 per day ; and “ men whose repu­ 
tations are made by newspapers can be destroyed bv 
n ew sp a p ersand if there is anybody who fears to 
do right because the newspapers wi.! talk about 
him, of course he will vote for the resolution. 
Mr. S pencer—“ I am going to support that reso 
lotion. I cannot, say that I am much more aft aid uf 
newspapers than other gentlemen—they have never 
injured me.” He went on to state what the Senate 
had done in the matter. 
Mr Tylp.r calieu the gentleman to order on the 
ground that he had no right to say w hat the Sen­ 
ate Lad d<«ne. 
M . Spencer was in favor of this resolution to 
prevent the drawing of warrants until a law could 
be passed fixing the mileage, as well as the per 
diem. He believed in supporting the spirit and let­ 
ter of the Constitution : that the spirit of the Con­ 
stitution was that members should receive ten cents 
mileage. 
Mr. Carr of Sacramento said he understood that 
they were enti¡ led to only ten cents a mile under 
the Constitution at this session of the Legislature. 
He hoped that the resolution would pass. 
Mr. H ardy considered tl at they were drawing 
a per diem under the Constitution. He differed 
from some gentlemen w ho say that it is not com­ 
petent ftu us to vote on the passage of a bill fixing 
our compensation and mileage f »r this session. The 
Constitution provides that we shall by law fix our 
mileage and per d ern, and we cannot enact l«ws ty 
adopting the report of any cominitte. Ii we wish to 
accept ten cents ]»er mile we can do i t ; we are not 
compelled to do so. 1 for one will consent to the 
acceptance of ten cents ]»er mile, and will vote for 
the adoption of a resolution to that effect. 
Mr. Leach—Mr. Speaker, the whole question is a 
very simple matter. The difference between ten 
and fifteen cents per mile for all the members of this 
Assembly would only amount to fllb 63. While the 
m atter is a very small one in this view of the case, 
yet we must consider that it is a question of the in­ 
terpretation of the spirit of the Constitution. I 
think the gentleman from Alameda took the right 
positiou when he said it must be fixed by law. 1 bold 
that the Committee on Mileage had no right to make 
a report upon the question of mileage until they 
had acted uuderthe direct on of ihis Constitution, 
and then they should have fixed the mileage at ten 
cents, and that was the point upon which 
1 am acting. The debate upon the ruling 
of the Chair, while there was no 
intention 
of disrespect to the 5q»eaker, demonstrated that the 
majority of the mt-nibers desired a reconsideration 
of the vote upon the adoption of the report of the 
Committee on Mileage. In the confusion upon that 
vote there was some misunderstanding, and the 
matter went over in that way. The members of the 
Aseembly did not understand it. There was a ma­ 
jority lu re who wanted a reconsideration, and it 
looked to them like there had been an effort at 
snap judgment made. There is not a member on 
this floor, in my opinion, that came here expecting 
to receive more than ten cents per mile, and when 
we come to find out that the statute of 1877 8 allows 
a member fifteen cents, but that the Constitution 
prohibits them from receiving more than ten cents, 
it looks to me like we were rushing in to take ad­ 
vantage of a technicality, in order to get the addi­ 
tional five cents a mile. 1 ho^e that the resolution 
will pass. 
Mr. Cameron—I desire to offer an amendment to 
the resolution. Resolved, That the members of the 
Assembly who are conscience-stricken shall have the 
right to pay back to the State treasury five cents 
ptr mile, and the State Treasurer is hereby directed 
io receipt for the same. 
Ruled out of order. 
Mr. Maybell—Mr. Speaker, the whole question is 
very simple, it seems to me, and very plain. No one 
will deny that the members of the IIou?e were 
elected under the provisions of the Const tution, and 
therefore that Constitution ought to be the guide to 
us in our proceedings. Now, ¡Section 23, Article IV., 
reads: “ The members of the Legislature shall re­ 
ceive for their services a per diem and mileage, to 
he fixed by law.” That is the point. We have fixed 
ti:e law regulating the per diem. Why not regulate 
the mileage in the same manner by law . We can 
certainly draw* fifteen cents per mile until it is fixed 
by law, b cause ihat is demanded in the Constitu­ 
tion itself. Now, I say that, being elected under 
the provisions of that instrument, we ought to be 
guided by this Constitution, and the Con­ 
stitution itself is very plain upon the matter. 
“ Such per diem shah not exceed 
per day, and 
such mileage shall not exceed ten cents per mile.” 
Now, having been elected under the provisions of 
that instrument, w«e ought to be guided by it. 
Why not se er this Gordian knot of debate at once? 
Why not comply with t hese provisions, ami not only 
enact a law regulatingthe|»er diem but one regulating 
the mileage also ? Now. with the unanimous con­ 
sent of this House I wish to offer an Act out of its 
regular order: “ An Act relating to the mileage of 
the members of the Legislature.” After the euact- 
iug clause: “ Section 1. Hereafter the mileage of 
members of the Legislature shall be ten cents per 
mile Sec. 2 This Act shall take effect immedi­ 
ately.” 
Mr. May—I object. 
Mr. Valle—Mr. Speaker, the question before the 
House is not whether the gentlemen of this body 
desire to accept of ten or fifteen cents i»er mile. The 
question h re is, what does the law of the btute of 
California allow* the members of the Legislature to 
receive for mileage? I stand here on this principle, 
that, as far as I am concerned, I am in favor of put­ 
ting the mileage so as to cover the actual traveling 
expenses of the member. I am the most remote 
member except one on this floor from the Capital ««f 
the State ; hut I should he in favor of accepting ac­ 
tual traveling expenses; nothing more, nothing 
less Now, «ir, I believe that the Constitution of 
the State of California, beyond all doubt, defines the 
proposition clearly and specifically, and the position 
taken by the gentleman from Alameda I believe is 
corrí ct. The question was presented to the Com­ 
mittee on the Judiciary for a legal determination, 
and in the committee we agreed that under the law 
of the State we were entitled to eight dolíais }kt 
day and mileage at the rate of fifteen cents per mile, 
and why ? It is merely rela tin g the law which has 
already been stated. The Constitution of the State 
very clearly says that in oroer to carry out these 
provision? it i? necessary to enact laws ihereunder. 
Now, sir, 1 hold that on the 5th day of January, 
1S-0, when we assembled iu this chamber, we were 
then entitled to our mileage- n t only that, but wi­ 
ll: d no right to any per diem if we were uot entitled 
to it under the law of the State. The law as it sti»od 
K-iys that members of the- Legislature shall receive 
light d« Jlars per day, ¡tayAble weekly, and 
three dollars tor each twenty miles traveled, 
coming to and going from the State Capital. That 
is the law as it stood on the 5th «lay of January, ISaO. 
Further, ihe Constitution says that aii special Acts 
in conflict with the Constitution shall be in force 
until July, or until repealed by the Legislature. 
Now, I say this is in conflict with the statute 
ami therefore it requires Icgis ation to carry it out, 
and that, being entitled to the per diem, we are en­ 
titled to mileage. 
Wo could not now legis­ 
late for ourselves, in order to fix the per 
diem and mileage, if 
i: 
had 
not 
been 
fixed by law. I have no personal motive in this 
m atter; but it is not a question what we desire to 
accept; it is a question, What are we entitled under 
the laws of the State? 11 any of these gentlemen 
have coi sci ntious scruples about receiving this 
money they can refund it, and 1 will he in favor of 
passing a law to authorize them do so, and to 
authorize the State Treasurer to leceive it. 
The question being on the adoption of the resolu­ 
tion, the ayes and noes were demanded, and the 
resolution was adopted by the following vote :

L each, C arr of Yuba and C arr of iuieramento. 
Mr. Leacii—My object is t j delay the payment of 
the mileage until the bill which is now before this 
body becomes a law. 
Mr. Carr of Yuba— Mr. Speaker, I think it is time 
now* for those gentlemen who are in favor of waiting 
for their mileage to stand up and vote against this 
motion to indefinitely poctpone. I do not wish to 
be misunderstood here in my jiosition as a member 
of the Committee on Mileage. 
In that com­ 
mittee I acted under the law as it now 
stands, and we reported back to the house, in ac­ 
cordance with the law, that the members of this As­ 
sembly are entitled to fifteen cents ]»cr mile. We 
are entitled to it now* under the law, but the Consti­ 
tution which wc are following out says that the 
legislators shall not receive more than ten cents p r 
mile. I ani in favor of letting this question lie until 
we fix i by a law which will suit ourselves and our 
constituents. 
At this point the Secretary of the .Scm.te presented 
a message from that body stating that the Senate 
had passed Señalo Concurrent Resolution No. 12, 
relative to appointment of a joint comraitt eof three 
members from each body to prepon and present an 
agreed case to the Supreme Court concerning the 
reading of bills, and that the Senate hail appointed 
Senators Dickiuson, Enos and Sattcrwhite such com­ 
mittee. 
Mr. McIntosh—Mr. Speaker, under the law I 
claim my mileage. No member on this floor has a 
ngnt to deprive me of what the law giv g me. 
What will that resolution amount to .' The other 
day, when I voted to indefinitely postpone this 
whole matter, I thought that settled it 
We 
can keep on agitating this question dur­ 
ing the whole session, and then it won’t 
amount to anything. 
I hold that, under 
the statute of this State, 1 can demand and 
receive fifteen cents per rnile mileage, and the Con­ 
troller is bound to draw his warrant in my favor in 
spite of the reo »ns:deration. There is no law by 
w hich you can take my rights away, and under the 
law I am eutitie to this mileage, i do not care one 
cent what anybody says; I claim my rights under 
the law, to the very lai-t dime, a« the law claims 
every cent that is coming from me to the State. I 
hope this resolution will be voted down. 1 voted 
for fifteen cents a mile, and I voted intelligently 
know ing what 1 was voting for, and shall vote for it 
again. 
Mr. T ylf.r Let me state this m atter in a plain 
way. The Con.tnitt* e on Mileage had no rignt to 
fix the amount of mileage due to members. Their 
duty was to determin'* under the law* how manv 
miles a member bad traveled. They did it. Tiiat 
rej>ort was presented to this body and w as adopted. 
The anom ilous jiosition is prtf. ntcd here of a reso­ 
lution which will prevent the Control ur fr m draw­ 
ing h¡s warrant. N*»w that is the position in which 
you are placed. If you vote for this resolution I 
hope the Controller will r fuse to draw bis warrant 
for any one of us f r per diein, and I shall do ad 1 
can to accomplish that object. The law fixes this 
miha&e as it does our per diem, and if you cannot 
draw the one you cannot draw the other.* 


Mr. York—Mr. Speaker, I am in favor of the 
am* ndment. We have occupied a yreat deal of 
time in dimissiug this matter. It seen » to me, Mr. 
Speaker, that there has b* en a great eff rt upon this 
floor to evade the spirit of the Constitution—to 
cvrde the law of the land, by all sorts of con­ 
trivance?. W : arc U Id that h rule oí this House 
outranks the Constitution. That a rule of this 
House puts a member in this p< sit ion : that he can’t 
vote up n the question of fixing the mileage. 1 
want to say to you that this Constitution under 
which we are laboring to-day sa¿s we «-hall, and that, 
rule must go to the wall, r'rietids ;nd gentlemen of 
the Assembly, 
I do not propose to stand 
here upon this 
floor aid be moved 
by 
any clap trap. 
I shall not be moved 
by 
any arguments or pettifogging. I shall not be 
swerved out of my way, but shall go 
squarely on 
the record in this matter. Wc are here for the por- 
tk>80 of interpreting the spirit of the Constitution. 
We have been sent here for that purpose. There 
was a law before this body, and oil its passage you 
struck out the last clause. Now, the action of this 
body, sul sequent to the strikiug out of that clause, 
lias been of such a character as to lead me to sup­ 
pose that you meant to force upon this Assembly 15 
cents mileage. Somebody sajs c< nscience. You 
have too much conscience. Gracious! gracious ! It 
is not a m atter of conscience It is n<»t a question 
as to the old law. Wc make » o objection as to tbc 
report of the committee, only that they said it was 
to be fifteen cents or nothing. They had no business 
to make such a report, simply because a bill was 
here on its passage, fixing the rate of mileage iu ac­ 
cordance with the Constitution. N .w, sir, I am 
willing to concede to the Ugal gentlemen on this 
floor more knowledge about law than I ]>osBe*8. I 
am willing to concede that the> » 
be correct, 
and yet I am opposed to heirg buil d zed on every 
occasion in the name «4 the law. Great G-xl, what 
is the law? The people of the State of California, 
in Convention assembled tbe highest legal body- 
known to a republican form of governm ent- 
have tp<«ken, and I stand here in obedience 
to that Constitution, and in obedience to its acts. 
That Const i .ution says we shall have ten cents per 
mile. Ido not propose to submit to any shuffling 
that shall thrust us back upon use old’ law. Wc 
have been elected to carry into effect the Constitu­ 
tion. I would not place any in. in her ;v. a false pn»i- 
tion. I would notvote t u l tbs sq* n r : as Irreg­ 
ular. God knows my heart y>iii may smile, gentle­ 
men, but I suppose that 1 star ! «.• the |«eer of 
any member on this fl* or. I an* in ; . 
. f the res­ 
olution. I hope lids House v. i!J p: • p- hand upon 
the Controller and stay his hand »ir:t*i such tin e as 
the matter shall have becu settled by a general law. 
Mr. Fox- Mr. Speaker, it is the fir*: time that I 
h *vc uttered a word upon this qn* stion, except aa 
Chairman of the Judiciary Com mitt* . when 1 made 
the report. It is certain that this II u?e has worked 
itself into a great excitement over this question, 
and I think it is pretty near time \»-. should come 
down to a degree of temperature that w ill enable us 
to find w here we stand. The Committee on Judi­ 
ciary, when ask d for an opinion, carefully consid­ 
ered the matter, and it was the (unanimous decision 
that, the statute of 1877-8 was the law of the land 
upon tl at subject until the 1st day of 
July, unless sooner repealed by the Legislature. 
It had not been repealed at the ture this report was 
made, and there was nothing for the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee to do but to report that under the law the 
mileage should be fix* tl at fifteen cents, and that the 
Constitution was not self perative. 
'l he House 
unanimously voted to adopt the re;>«»rt of the com­ 
mittee. After it was adopted a .-'«parate resolution 
was adopted directing the committee to draw tbe 
warrants. No motion has ever k • r made to recon­ 
sider the vote Dy which that resolution was adopted. 
This house has wasted more than five times the 
amount of the differ* nee between ten and fifteen 
cents per mile in useless dL«cuss:on, and we had bet­ 
ter get back to the track, and « ease wasting money. 
Mr. Young- At the time this question was up be­ 
fore I directed my attention to the legal aspect of 
the case. 1 came to the conclusion that members 
were entitled to draw mile ge at the same rate as 
was allowed by the law fifteen cent? j*er mile. I 
believe to day that it is the legal rate. But then* 
are a number of gentlemen on this floor who con­ 
scientiously feel that they cannot accept that 
amount—that they will apparently stultify them ­ 
selves, and violate the spirit if not the letter of the 
Constitution. They do not do it siuiplv because 
they wish to make a record. They arc houorable 
gentlemen, and above ad that. And I shall this 
time vote w ith them, so a# to allow them to take 
only ten cents per mile. 
Mr. May—Two years ago, Mr. .Speaker, the sitting 
members on this tlowr received $10 a day for their 
services. I drew that sum myself. I received 20 
cents per mile. We early in the session, being con­ 
vinced that the next Assembly would not be equal 
in talent to that one, decided to cut them down, i 
voted myself to reduce the per diem to $8, and I 
am a little porry for it. 
I voted to reduce the 
mileage, and 1 am sorry f* r that too. I would favor 
20 cents if the law would allow it. There arc 
members here now who then voted for $8 a day 
and fifteen cents mileage. We had no idea that 
we had any business to legislate for ourselves during 
that session. While we did vote to reduce the jmy 
of our successors, we ourselves went early every 
Saturday morning to the Treasurer's office and drt w 
our 810 a day, or $70 a week. We drew twenty cents 
a mile, and wc voted that this should have been 
only $8 a day ami fifteen cents a mile. Now, you 
gentleman know that it is cust.m iry for the Com­ 
mittee on Mileage on the first week -at the farthest 
the second week—to report how many miles each 
member has gone to co ne to the Capital, 
and figure it up. That is all they have to do. The 
law fixes the amount, an I tin- committee deter 
mines the number of miles. 
Mr McCarthy of San Fianci«. 
-Gentlemen of 
this House are very well aware lhat we draw our 
per diem under the existing law, and it is not con­ 
trolled by the Constitution. Í believe conscien­ 
tiously that wo are entitled to fifteen cents under 
the law, and if we are r.ot entitled to that we axe 
uot entitled to rec.ive one solitary cent. 
Mr. Swkktlax!' W'o havc ha*! a good deal of dis­ 
cussion, but I must Fay that I • • not believo tb»t 
these gentlemen made it known to the people when 
they were being vot* d for tha. they were t<» receive 
fifteen cents a mile. In my neighborhood this 
question was r.used, and tho people understood it t*> 
be ton cents. 1 am for representing the wishes and 
the feelings of tin* people who sen: me here.

PRESIDEN: IA u STRAWS. 
• 


I t is somewhat odd that though every­ 
body pretends at intervals to be worried to 
death with politics, and though loud com­ 
plaints are continually made of the inces­ 
sant stream of election campaigns which 
deluge the country, it is found impossible 
to rest contented until the next cam pann 
arrives, but efforts are made to discount 
aad forestall it, precisely as though politi­ 
cal discussion was the breath of life to the 
American people. 
For some time past the 
Eastern and W estern press has been doing 
its best to settle the next Presidential cam­ 
paign in advance, and the oddest devices 
are resorted to for the purpose of ascer­ 
taining who is the most popular candidate. 
Unfortunately these experiments are de­ 
prived of scientific valire by the fact 
th a t 
every 
one of them 
is strongly 
tainted by the prepossessions 
of the 
experimenter. 
Does a Grant journal set 
out to canvass its readers, the result is 
sure to be a majority for Grant. 
Does a 
Sherman or a Blaine journal do the same, 
it finds nb difficulty in making the outcome 
a contribution to its favorite “ boom.” 
To those who look over a large mtmber of 
papers from different sections the general 
effect of these “ straws ” is apt to be be­ 
wildering, if not amusing. 
That the issue 
of the campaign will be influenced in this 
way, however, is not probable. 
In most 
cases those who are asked their opinion are 
not really decided. 
In nearly all cases 
party action will govern the final conclu­ 
sions reached. 
One result of thus prema­ 
turely parading the suppiosed candidates, 
however, may be to kill them all. 
It is a 
very common poiitical observation that the 
men who are most talked of in advance are 
rarely the men who secure the nom­ 
inations. 
Candidates 
whose 
friends 
are 
over-zealous, 
or 
who 
undertake 
to 
make 
arrangements 
too 
long 
before the fateful moment, are apt to find 
th a t they have organized opposition as well 
as support, and that they are destined to 
be beaten by their very activity and per­ 
sistence. 
The strength of the strongest 
candidate not seldom proves impotent for 
anything more than to defeat his most 
formidable opponent by putting some un­ 
known man into the place he has been seek­ 
ing for himself. 
Veteran politicians there­ 
fore look with distrust upou such mani­ 
festations as are being made at present, 
and decline to commit themselves incribr 
because enthusiastic newspapers have in 
their own opinion settled the m atter be­ 
forehand. 
There are many slips possible 
between the cup and the lip, and no man 
living knows enough oí the luture to dog­ 
matize upon the outcome of citherjof the 
National Conventions to he held this spring. 


A hill has been introduced in tte As­ 
sembly imposing a stamp-tax upon foreign 
insurance companies doing business in this 
State. 
The principle of this bill is Lad, 
and it is against public policy. 
All a t­ 
tempts to discriminate against foreign in­ 
surance companies are hostile to the in­ 
terests of the people. 
They involve in­ 
creased coat in insurance, and-uiminishe I 
security. 
The etfect of this bill would be 
to raise the rate of insurance, and though 
the tax would be only upon foreign cor­ 
porations, the local companies would in­ 
evitably take advantage of the riss forced 
upon their rivals, to put up their own 
rates. 
If this did not happen, the tend­ 
ency would be for the foreigu companies to 
withdraw their agencies, and then the 
people of California would be left vir­ 
tually without 
security 
against 
the 
risks which insurance companies deal 
with. 
The principle of safe insurance 
is distribution of risks. 
W ithout such dis­ 
tribution there never can be any real Eafety 
for insurers. 
When an extensive fire like 
those of Chicago or Boston occurs, the 
local insurance companies are almost in­ 
variably ruined, because the securities 
upon which they rely to make good their 
losses are at such periods destroyed with 
the insured piroperty. 
No insurance com- 
piany can he sound which carries all its 
eggs in one basket. 
No community can be 
safe which trusts entirely to local insur­ 
ance companies. 
The public interest re­ 
quires that risks should be divided as much 
as possible, aud to this end it is necessary 
that there should be in every large city 
a fair proportion of companies whose 
securities 
are 
situated 
at 
a 
dis­ 
tance, 
aud 
which 
cannot, 
therefore, 
bo bankrupted by local disasters. 
This 
being the case, it is evident that no impedi­ 
ments should be placed in the way of for­ 
eign companies, but th at on the contrary 
they should be encouraged to establish 
their agencies, and should be accorded the 
same rights and privileges that are given 
local corporations. 
There is no question 
here of assisting “ home industry,” for 
home industry in the form of insurance 
companies is w hat no saue community can 
desire to build up beyond w hat open com­ 
petition will do for it. 
If .San Francisco 
and Sacramento depended entirely upon 
California insurance companies, they would 
be very little better off than if they had 
no insurance at all, yet that is apparently 
what this irrational hill aims at. 


Repeated attem pts have been made to 
obtain some such discriminating and pro­ 
scriptive legislation as this, but thus far 
they have been defeated by popular com­ 
mon .sen -o, and the same course will, we 
hope, be taken with the bill we have re­ 
ferred to. 
The foreign companies doing 
business in this State (and under that des­ 
ignation are included all Eastern as well 
as all European companies) represent prob­ 
ably three-fourths of all the capiital em­ 
barked in the insurance business on this 
coast. 
Their withdrawal would be a 
calamity, and one which in the nature of 
the case couid not be counterbalanced by 
any fresh investments of lo d l capital in 
the business, because, as already pointed 
out, there can be no real security where 
the assets of the company are exposed to the 
same dangers tiiat menace their risks. For 
the protection of property it is indispensa­ 
ble that the heaviest risks should be borne 
by foreign companies. 
This is of the 
very essence of insurance, and any legisla­ 
tion which tampers with it interferes with 
the public safety in the most unwarrant­ 
able manner. 
No local corporation can be 
justified iu seeking the passage of a law 
hostile to these foreigu competitors, and if 
any of them do demand such a law they 
ought to be peremptorily refused. 
A re­ 
quest of that nature would be tantamount 
to a proposition that the safety of all prop­ 
erty 
should 
he 
endangered in 
order 
that 
a few persons 
might 
be 
en­ 
abled to do a larger business. 
W hether 
such 
a 
law 
is 
constitutional 
is 
indeed a question requiring serious consid­ 
eration, but beyond dispute it is against 
public policy, and a direct menace to prop­ 
erty. 
The Legislature should bear in mind 
the absolute necessity for distributing risks 
as widely a3 possible, and that one fact 
will demonstrate the necessity, as a m atter 
of business prudence, of throwing open the 
doors to the broadest and freest competi­ 
tion iu regard to insurance. 
Safety lies in 
the multitude of underwriters, and w ith­ 
out that factor every man who took out a 
policy would be living in a Fool's Paradise. 


THE FIRST SIGN OF RETURNING REASON. 


The first symptom of returning reason 
given by the Fusionists in Maine ap­ 
peared 
at 
the session of 
the sham 
Legislature, when one Wales observed 
that if they proposed to ask the opinion of 
the Supreme Court a3 to their legality it 
would be mcessary for them to make up 
their minds to abide by it when it was given. 
Said he : “ Having applied to the Court, 
“ and finding its decision against us, shall 
“ we say th at it is a decision of a partisan 
“ C ourt-:'’ This is sense, but it does not 
appear to have been very heartily indorsed. 
Y et the Fusionists of Maine cannot see 
that in their partisan obstinacy they are 
rapidly traveling the path which led Colo­ 
nel Tuin Buford to the assassination of a 
Judge for deciding a suit against him. 
If it is Ojien to anyone to ignore and set 
aside judicial decisions which run counter 
to preconceived ideas, on the pretense 
that they are partisan, it is evident that 
there can be no more law and order. 
Courts which are only respected when 
they are on one side, can be no Courts, yet 
that is what the Fusionists of Maine 
would degrade their Supreme Court to.

That is the very 
madness

Congressman l ’age is said to defend his 
joint resolution for an engineering survey 
of this State with a view to Congressional 
action on the debris question, by alleging 
that Congress has never yet made an ap­ 
propriation without a preliminary survey. 
Mr. Page does not appear to remember that 
Government surveys have already been 
made, of sufficient scope to demonstrate 
tne need of a large appropriation to clear 
out the Sacramento and Feather rivers. 
The forthcoming report of State Engineer 


Hall moreover will contain data ample for 
the justification of whatever appropriation 
Congress may be wil’.iug to make. 
The 
objection to Mr. Page’s proposition is solely 
that it threatens to postpone a settlement 
of the question, probably for two years ; 
and the circumstances are already such 
that a delay of two years may mean abso­ 
lute ruin to a large number of farmers, 
aud perhaps may involve very serious 
damage to Sacramento aud Marysville. 
When the data now available are brought 
together we believe that the conclusions 
deducible from them, though not final nor 
specific, will suffice to show the necessity 
of doing promptly a very considerable 
something for the rivers of California, un­ 
less their navigability is to be destroyed. 
W hether the results of a new Government 
survey, extending over a couple of years, 
would be likely to strengthen the convic­ 
tions of Congress, is, we think, open to 
doubt. 
While such a survey, moreover, 
might induce Congress to adopt some com­ 
prehensive measures of relief, it is evident 
that the present employment of such a 
sum as Congressman Berry has moved for 
would facilitate further remedial appliea- 
tions, and at the same time remove all im­ 
mediate danger of injury from floods.

llail-Scribner 
edition 
is 
what 
it 
is 
represented 
to 
be, 
namely, 
an 
edi­ 
tion printed 
from the 
original 
plates 
of the English (Edinburgh) edition, but 
on somewhat thinner and smaller paper. 
There are, th “refore, two genuine editions 
in this country: that hearing the im print of 
Little, Brown & Co., Boston, and which is 
the English original edition without any 
change of form ; aud that bearing the im­ 
print of Samuel L. Hall, published by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, and which is 
somewhat smaller than the other, but iden­ 
tical with it in m atter aud illustrations. 
The pirated edition is published by J. M. 
Stoddart, of Philadelphia, and as that is 
stolen bodily, of course there can bo no 
guarantee for its integrity or accuracy. 
We may add that the Hall-Scribner edition 
was prepared by the English jiuhlishers for 
the express purpose of counteracting the 
piracy of the Philadelphia firm. 


A POOR POLICY. 


Congressman Chittenden declared the 
other day that the financial cry of “ Let 
“ well enough alone” was fallacious and 
mischievous, and that it “ means gold for 
“ New York, and silver and panel- for the 
“ W est.” I t means even more than that. 
It means silver and paper for the whole 
country, and gold for no part of it.

Washington. January 21st.—Representa­ 
tive Berry left Washington to-night for Cali- 
formo, upon receipt of a telegram announcing 
the very serious, and perhaps fatal, illness of 
his wife. Representative Page has paired 
with him on all political questions excepting 
contested election cases. 
Page has introduced a hill providing for the 
purchase of the San Yzabel Ranch •, in .San 
Diego county, according to the terms of a 
written stipulation entered into with the In­ 
dian Commissioner iu 1870 by B. N. Harts­ 
horn, of Ban Francisco, and A. H. Wilcox, 
owners of said ranch, to be declinted to the 
use i f the Mission Indians of California, sub­ 
ject to such regulations as Congress may pre­ 
scribe. 
The Cherokee Indians now here are desir­ 
ous of having the Ute Indians go down into 
the Indian Territory and live with them. 
They will have an interview with Ouray and 
his party, to persuade them to this end. The 
Interior Department, it is understood, would 
he willing to permit the Utes to go to the 
Indian Territory, hut they are said to be un­ 
willing. 
• 
'lire House of Representatives will en­ 
deavor to dispose of the report of the Com­ 
mittee on RuLs this week, and immediately 
afterwards settle down to work on the appro­ 
priation hills. 
The Marshals deficiency hill, in the shape 
reported to-day, containing an express pro­ 
hibition against the payment of any election 
deputies out of the total which it appropri­ 
ates, will undoubtedly give rise to a prolonged 
political discussion, but when it is nut of ihe 
way all the remaining appropriation bills 
will be brought forward flee from political 
riders and passed witli promptness. 
The dissatisfaction over the nominations of 
Supervisors of Census increases as the list i 
examined, and members of Congress complain 
that they have been trilled with in a mauner 
that arou.-es great indignation. Several of 
them state that they originally asked no 
favors in this regard, but merely referred the 
application for appointment from their dis­ 
trict to the President without comment; but 
weie afterwards sent for by the l ’resident and 
Superintendent of Census, and asked to desig­ 
nate men for appointment, being told that 
their selectiou would be accejrted and the 
men they designated would be appointed. 
At 
least seveu Congressmen went through this 
little transaction, and notified their friends of 
the result. 
Iu looking over the list none of 
them find the men they designated. Con­ 
gressman Found.of Wisconsin,is probably the 
maddest man in Congress. 
He had a con­ 
stituent whom he was very anxious to have 
appointed, and secured the indorsement of 
him bythe Wisconsin delegation, and a whole 
regiment of public men. 
He says General 
Walker and the President both promised to 
appoint him a week ago. Gov. Pound learned 
incidentally that another man was tatke i 
of, and went to see both the P rt.i lent and 
Walker. They gave a second as-urance that 
Pound's man should be nominated, aud 
further ] r unised that if any other application 
can :e from his district they would let him 
know at once. Pound heard nothing further, 
and when he saw the list iu the morning im­ 
pels was considerably surprised to see the 
name of a man he never heard of put down 
for his district. Supposing it to he a mistake, 
he went to the Cent us office and found the 
contrary to be the case—that the appointee 
was recommended by ex-Governor Solomons, 
of Wisconsin, now a Democrat in New York, 
and by no one else.

The only State in which the Super­ 
visors are all Democrats is North Carolina, 
which i- also a Southern State that has two 
Republican members of Congress.

probable that unless the President withdraws 
a number of them there will be a correspond­ 
ing number of rejections.

Chicago, January 21st.—A Times Wash­ 
ington special says : Conkling is undoubt­ 
edly a Presidential candidate.

that have been bandied about in the Senate 
cloak-rooms. Don Cameron and Conkling 
liavu had very little to do with each other 
since their differences during the extra ses­ 
sion. The projects of Cameron in Grant’s 
favor have been openly discussed fur the last 
two weeks, and out of the very boldness of 
bis policy has grown the opposition that has 
developed thus early. 
This opposition to 
Grant among Republican leaders has become 
so great as to lead Conkling to believe that 
Grant could not succeed in securing the 
nomination, 
and 
that 
being 
one 
of

possibilities, 
he 
might

be a 
canoidate as any 
other of

Republican rivals. 
Whether he has any par­ 
ticular object iu striving to gain strength so 
that he ean transfer it to some other candi­ 
date, is not now developed.

Grant, as he may elect. The fact of his not 
going south with General Grant is now 
brought up, and what was then charged as 
owing to a minuuderstandiug, is now credited 
to a thorough understanding.

New York, January 21st.— The Times 
saj s : • A caucus will be held to-night at the 
hcuse of Lorin Palmer, Brooklyn, for the 
purpose of shaping Brooklyn legislation in 
the joint interest of Republicans, wtio were 
recently exptlled from the Republican party, 
and the Ring Democracy. 
It is rumored 
that a bill has been proposed providing for a 
single headed Commission in Brooklyn, and 
intrusting the appointing power to the Mayor, 
City Auditor aud Controller. Just before 
the election, when Conkling spoke in the 
Academy of Music, Beecher also delivered 
an address, in which he made au earnest ap­ 
peal for the united support of the whole Re- 
jrublican State ticket. 
He particularly asked 
that Republicans would refrain from scratch­ 
ing Cornell. This speech, it is said, secured 
Cornell thou ands of votes, not only in Brook­ 
lyn but throughout the State. The Demo­ 
crats say that the Governor, mindful of 
Beecher’s efforts, will listeu attentively and 
give heed to any suggestions the pastor of 
Plymouth Chureh may have to make in re­ 
gard to local legislation for Brooklyn.

Search is delayed by the damage to the shaft.

London, January 21st—tj p. m.—The latest 
accounts fix the number of persons iu the pit 
at seventy-seven. 
It is believed that not 
more than six of the resaued can possibly re­ 
cover. 
Seventy-five corpses have already 
been brought up, the majority being cis- 
figured beyond recognition. The few rescued 
alive are dying rapidly. The scene at the pit 
is heartrending.

D ecision.—A 
case 
was 
recently decided by the Secretary of the In ­ 
terior in reference to the title to the north­ 
west quarter of the northwest quarter of sec­ 
tion 34, township 12 north, range S east, 
M ount Diablo meridian, 
Placer county, 
California, in which a new principal con­ 
nected with the entry of public lands is 6et 
forth. 
The papers in the case can show that 
foseph Kelly made homestead entry for the 
north half of northwest quarter on November 
10, 1875, and th at E. 
D. Shirlaud filed 
declaratory statem ent for the west half of 
northwest quarter of said section December 
3. 1875, alleging settlement October 1, 1874. 
U nder au application of K elly to commute 
bis entry, the question as to his right as 
against Shirland was raised, aud upon inves­ 
tigation it was found that Kelly hud lived for 
many years in an adjoining township, aud 
acquired, by pre-emption, title to other lands, 
and 
hence 
he was 
held to 
have 
ac­ 
quired no rights to the land here in ques­ 
tion. 
This left Sliirlaud’s claim the only one 
before the Government, but inasmuch as his 
actual settlement was shown in the proof to 
have been several months subsequent to that 
alleged in his declaration of settlement, it was 
held to be illegal, and th at no period of 
residence had accrued to him under his appli­ 
cation and settlement. There being, however, 
no adverse claimant at present to the land un­ 
der notice, and as Shirlaud was now an actual 
settler upon the land, the Register of the 
Land Office in this city was instructed by 
the Secretary of the Interior that under the 
decision of the Departm ent in the case of 
Stanley vs. Fairchild, in November, 1876, 
there being no adverse claimant of record, 
tiie filing of a declaratory statem ent before 
settlem ent does not invalidate a right, and 
th at the pie-emption right of Shirlaud would 
therefore in this case be recognized, and com­ 
mence from the date of the receipt of notice 
by the Register, E. F . Taylor, at Sacra­ 
mento, of the cancellation of Kelly's entry.

HISTORY OF THE 
ENGINEERS 
OPERATIONS OF 
DEPARTMENT. 


THE 


The Drainage Question—Irrigation—Area of 
Yalleys—Discharge of Streams— 
Debris Question. 


Y esterday State Engineer Ilall presented 
Tarts I. and II. of his official report to the 
Governor, as by law required, and Governor 
Perkins will iu due time—probably to-day— 
transm it it t j the Legislature. 
The re;>ort of 
the Engineer is made in several divisions, 
treating the subjects subm itted to him sever­ 
ally. 
I t is an exceedingly able report, 
evidencing profound study of the m atter in 
hand, and as exhaustive treatm ent as was 
possible in the time afforded M r. H all and 
his assistants to gather data and make obser­ 
vations. 
I t will, when given fully to the 
public, be found to be of the decpe-t interest, 
treating as it does upon topics of great mo­ 
ment, 
I t was expected th at the report, so 
far as filed, would have been transm itted to 
the Legislature yesterday, and ttie outline 
sketcli of P art I., presented herewith, was ¡ 
prepared and placed in type with th at ex­ 
pectation. 
F or mechanical reasons the puli- 
lic-ation of the synopsis is made now. 
A t an 
early day the full text of M r. H all’s valuable 
paper will be given in these columns. 
P art I. embraces a history of the operations 
of the Departm ent. 
The objects of the work 
the Engineer has held in view have been : 
F irst—Solution of the problems of drainage 
in the great valley of the State for the recla­ 
mation of lands, and the improvement of 
rivers in the future for navigation. 
Second—The solution of the debris prob­ 
lem, so-called, th at means may he suggested 
for the protection of agricultural lands from 
mining detritus, and relief of the livers from 
the burden of sediment urought into them. 
Third—The solution of the irrigation prob­ 
lems, 
DRAINAGE, 
H e holds th at to perfect the rapid drainage 
of a valley is to prevent .the uncontrolled in­ 
undation of its plains. 
A perfect sy.-item is 
as much a work of a rt as is the sewerage sys­ 
tem of a large c ity ; th at a levee in a river is 
but a side of a drain which forms a part of a 
system more complicated in its parts than any 
sewerage works ever can he : that all works 
for rapid drainge tend directly to prevent 
overflow of the alluvial plains, yet there is al­ 
ways much to be done in accomplishing this 
end which is not designed directly for the pro­ 
tection of any particular part of the lands : 
that while the construction of a levee may 
not be essential to the land immediately be­ 
hind it, yet it may render thousands of acres 
far below productive and fertile ; that facili­ 
tating rapid draiuage iu one part of a river 
may be a great relief to the laud above, yet 
the immediate result may be an overthrow of 
protective works on the lower river. 
W hile 
the efficiency of all natural drains may be 
greatly enhanced, a partial treatm ent of them 
may produce disaster. 
As the experienced physician who under­ 
stands the constitution of his patient, and 
knows where to look for the seat of the dis­ 
ease, and how and where to apply the rem­ 
edy, so the engineer, who has had the oppor­ 
tunity of feeling the pulse and studying the 
parts of a great drainage system, learns of its 
defects and can shape a treatm ent for their 
correction. 
H e maintains that, because there is lack of 
thorough study made of tiiese matters, and 
because engineers are called on to give opin­ 
ions and design works without data to guide 
them or proper power to inform themselves 
and fortify their positions—because of these 
things, there is failure. 
In his opinion works 
for protection from overflow in California 
have generally failed and millions of dollars 
have been expended and lost. 
He sets forth 
the fact that in selling swamp lands on con­ 
dition of reclamation, the State has set up 
the owner of one swamp tract against the 
owner of another, and all efforts to harmonize 
and achieve general success have failed, and 
now tracts formerly above 
overflow are 
becoming subject to annual submersion, be­ 
cause, in a great measure, of the effn-ts of 
works constructed for reclamation of lands 
sold b}' the ¡State to be reclaimed. 


r a p id d r a in a g e . 
I t is gleaned from M r. H all’s report that 
the State, through her Engineer Department, 
lias undertaken to collect the data necessary 
to shape the works designed to accomplish 
the end of rapid drainage, and to this end his 
study has been to place the solutions of the 
problems in baud upon the highest plane. 
He considers the nature of the floods, vol­ 
ume of discharge, combination of volumes, and ! 
sets out hoiv the same have been studied, and ) 
also the natural capacity of the drainage 
channels and the effect of artificial construc­ 
tions in increasing or augmenting their capac­ 
ity. 
He explains how the progress of the 
flood wave has been measured, and the vol­ 
ume ascertained, and the approved methods 
employed to these ends. 
tin the debris problem he reports upon all 
those questions submitted to him by the law, 
and gives the result of his observations con­ 
cerning the relation of hydraulic mining to 
river navigation; flow of debris into the 
rivers; the threatened damage to adjacent 
lands ; and will consider plans for preventing 
the injury resultant upon tiie flow of detritus 
into tiie streams, without interfering with the 
working of the mines. 


IRRIGATION. 
Irrigation next engagi s his attention, and 
the peculiar characterLrics presented by each 
irrigation section, by reason of topography, 
geological formation or climatic influence, 
considered, as well as the character of crops 
to be raised in the various sections, and the 
differences in soil, and the consequent neces­ 
sity for different methods of applying the 
water, and the variations necessary as to the 
amount of water to be applied. 
lie point- 
cut how much depends upou adjustm ent of 
methods and on management in distributing 
the ivaters, and the like necessity for prac­ 
tical knowledge concerning irrigation on the 
part of irrigators. 
He claims that from a 
comprehensive view of the practice, and an 
extended study of the details of all the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding irrigation in differ­ 
ent sections, alone can a just conclusion be 
arrived at as to the best methods and means 
to be employed. 
He will hold that irrigation 
is essentially an arc, b ut one which is much 
abused and often degraded to a mere process 
to answer selfish ends and suit peieonal 
prejudices. 
He knows, he says, of no in­ 
stance where cultivators by irrigation have 
yet voluntarily brought the use of water to 
near its highest standard, and even iu old ir­ 
rigation districts it requires, he says, constant 
vigilance to prevent waste. 


USE OF WATER. 
In using water each cultivator using Is op­ 
posed to his fellow. If every uian could haie 
all the water he wants and when he wants it, 
there would be little difficulty, for wherever 
tliis could he irrigation would not be a neces­ 
sity. 
Iu his report he considers the question 
of "water supply i» different localities accord­ 
ing to season, and the question of the settle­ 
ment of differences between claimants in the 
distribution of water, and the attainm ent of 
th at desirable end, the use of the water of the 
State for the greatest advantage of the whole 
community. 
Mr. Hall states unhesitatingly, 
anil has all along held that the State has been 
in error in permitting general appropriation 
of the waters 
ot 
streams, arid th at it 
has resulted in 
waste, 
in 
trouble and 
i r litigation and unhealthy contests, for 
no checks had been provided as to appropria­ 
tion or diversion, and no vigilance exercised 
as to proving up claims, or compelling a show 
of compliance w ith the law, while there 
seems to have been no recognition cf what is 
an economical use of water. 
W ith a view to 
light on these points the work cf the En- 
giueer has been specially prosecuted and data 
gathered which will be given in full, and 
must prove of great interest in considering 
the sources of water supply, irrigable area, 
practical results of irrigation, etc. 


FIELD OF OB3ERVAT 0 .’S. 
The chief fields in which observations have 
been made are the Sacramento and San Jo a­ 
quin valleys—the former being subject to 
great inundations annually on lands where 
reclamation has hien attem pted, the latter 
being similarly afflicted, in a less degree, in 
the lower portions of the valley. 
The two valleys joining at one outlet, their 
rivers having a common delta and opening 
to the bay, have afforded the problems of 
drainage to be studied, and the surveys and 
examinations for such purposes have been 
made therein. 
The entire length of the San 
Joaquin valley, from iheCosnmnesriversoutb- 
ward to the Tejon mountains, is 2.0 miles. 
In the lowest portion cf the valley are many 
thousands of acres of land subject to inunda­ 
tion. 
Alongside of this submerged plain lie 
two higher ones, varying in combined width 
from 30 to 60 miles, and extending throughout 
the San Joaquin, Tulare and K ern valleys, 
the dividing lines between which are almost 
indeterminable. 
These high plains require 
watering, and have been the chief scene of 
irrigation. 
THE TAL LETS. 
The total length of the great valley com­ 
prising the Sacramento, San Joaquin, Tulare 
and Kern is 410 miles, and its area about 
15.920 square miles, which is one-twelfth the 
entire area of California, and is equal to naif 
of the State of Maine, is greater than the 
area of Holland and equal to the area of the 
valley of the river Po, in Italy. 
The area of 
the Sacramento valley from Iron canyon to 
Cosumnes river is about 4,769 miles. 
The 
area ot the San Joaquin valley from the 
Tejon mountains to the Cosumnes river is 
about 11,150 square 
miles. 
Tne waters 


draiuing off from 30,470 square miles of belt 
and mountain country are discharged into 
this great valley. 
i he drainage area of the two rivirs above 
their common outlet is about 46,i8S miles. 
This is nearly equal to the combined areas of 
Maine, New Ham pshire and Vermont, and 
is as great as the areas cf either New York, 
Pennsylvania or Louisiana. 
Seventeen im portant streams discharge 
into the Sacramento, San Joaquin, Tulare 
aud 
K ern 
valleys—Sacramento 
river at 
Iron canyon, with a discharge varying from 
4,C00 cubic feet per second at low water to 
about 160,000 feet a t extreme flood stages. 


FURTHER DISCHARGE. 
The Feather, \ ruba, Bear and American 
combined discharge from 3,100 to 200,000 cubic 
feet per second. The Cosumnes, Mokelumne, 
Calaveras, 
Stanislaus, 
J'uolumne, 
M er­ 
ced, 
Chowcliilla, 
Fresno, 
San Joaquin, 
Kings, Kaweah and K ern rivers combined, 
discharge rrom 2,200 to 250,000 cubic feet per 
second. 
There aie over 20 large creeks also, 
such as the Putab, Cache and Stony creeks, 
draining from the eastern slope of the Coa-t 
Range into the Sacramento valley. 
The 
greatest discharge of these aggregate about 
150,000 cubic feet per second for short periods 
of time. 
Big Antelope, Mill, Deer, Chico, 
Butte and -H orncut creeks enter the Sacra­ 
mento valley from the east, and their great­ 
est discharges, combined, are about 50,000 
cubic feet. 
Little John, Bear, M ariposa 
creeks, Tide liver, W hite river aud Posa 
creek enter into the San Joaquin valley from 
the east, and probably discharge as high 
au aggregate as 60,000. 
Los Uvas, San 
Emilio, 
Los 
Gatos, 
Oantua, 
Big 
and 
Little Panoche, Saucelito, San Luis Orestim- 
ba and Del Puerta creeks descend from the 
slope of the Tejon and Coast Range moun­ 
tains. 
The total discharge of this class of 
creeks which enter the San Joaquin valley 
when at a full flood stage is about lOU.OOOcubic 
feet per second. 
There are also tw enty or 
thirty smaller creeks discharging into the 
Sacramento valley below Iron canyon, and 
iheir greatest discharge is about 50,01X1 cubic 
feet in the aggregate. 
Small creeks entering 
the San Joaquin are stiil more numerous, 
and their greatest discharge is about 60,000 
cubic feet per second. 


IRRIGATION FIELD. 
The field in which the practice of irrigation, 
and the pioblems connected therewith, have 
been sudied, extends much further south 
than the limi s of the great valley. 
It 
embraces, in the vicinity of Los Angeles, 
two 
valleys 
through 
which 
flow 
the 
Los Auyeles, 
San 
Gabriel 
and 
Santa 
Ana 
rivers. 
One of these valleys lies 
between the Coast Range and Sierra Madre 
Mountains, and extends from San Fernando 
to San B ernardino; it has an area of 970 
square miles. 
The other is the Coast Valley, 
which lies between the Coast Range Moun 
tains aud the Pacific Ocean. 
The area of 
this valley is about S00 square miles. 
The 
mountain drainage area of the rivers which 
flow through these valleys is 1,963 square 
miles.

Washington, January 21st.—Sparks, Cha'rman of 
the Commutes on Military Affairs, reported hack 
the bill for the relief of General Fite John Porter, 
accompanied with a majority report thereon. 
McCook presented a minority report. 
Both reports were ordered printed, and the bill 
made the special older for the 13th of February. 
McMahon, from the Committee 011 Appropriations, 
reported i bill for the payment of the fees of Mar­ 
shal.-* and Deputy Marshals for the fiscal year ending 
June So, 1SS0. 
Ordered printed and recommitted. 
1 he morning hour was consumed by the discus­ 
sion of the bill requir ng one-half of the bank re­ 
serves to be kept in coin. 
Buckner, who has charge of the biU, argv.cd th at 
the w hole scope and object of the bill is t*> get into 
circulation some of the immense mass of gold and 
silver coin now lying unused in the vaults of the 
Treasury. 
Iu conclusion, he moved the previous 
q je»tion, depreca’.ing the discussion of a general 
question on finance, which, he argued, was not rela- 
vent to the bill a t all. 
Townshe.d called attention to the fact that a na­ 
tional bank in New York, with a capital of $f>00,000, 
had made a protit last year of $130,1-60. 
It had paid 
$600,000 ($100,000 more than its capital) in dividends 
on the bank's stock. They had added $500,000 to 
their surplus fund and had set aside as undivided 
profit $267,000. 
He alluded to the First National 
Bank of New York. 
He then severely criticized 
some remarks made by Chittenden, putting a con­ 
struction upon language which he (Chittenden) ve­ 
hemently declared it would not bear. 
Townshend sent the extract to the Clerk's desk 
and had it read. 
Chittenden, excitedly crossing over to within a few 
feet ofTownshend, said: “ That does not bear out 
your statem ent.” [Laughter.] 
Townshend(approach!tig Chittenden)—Let me say 
with equal energy that the logic of the gentleman's 
argum ent is 
The Speaker (interrupting)—The gentleman will 
suspend. 
[Laughter.] 
Quiet having been obtained, Townshend pro­ 
ceeded, saying th at Chittenden acted as if he was 
the only one who had a right to speak on the cur­ 
rency question upon this floor. 
[Laughter.J The 
proposition of that gentleman evidently was to for­ 
bid the Secretary of the Treasury from retiring 
interest-bearing bonds, and instead to retire green­ 
backs, which bore no interest. Suppose the green­ 
back was retired and a four per cent, boud substi­ 
tuted therefor. 
Chittenden—I propose to substitute gold. 
Townshend—W hat would be the effect? It would 
be to impose upon the already broken down taxpay­ 
ers of this country a further burden of $130,000,000. 
He was opposed to the bill, because it proposed to 
strengthen the banks and make them perm anent in­ 
stitutions, and because it took out of the pockets of 
the {ieople at least $14.000,000 and pu t it into the 
pockets of the National Bank stockholders. 
He was 
in favor <<f th e Committee on Banking reporting 
back the bill retiring National Bank circulation. 
The House went into Committee of the Whole on 
the revision of the rules, all general debate on which 
is to close to-morrow. 
The committee was addressed by Roberts and 
Chalmers in favor of a more equal distribution of 
committee work. 
In the course of his remarks Chalmers alluded to 
th e Chairman of the Committee on Commerce (Rea­ 
gan) as a “ legislative Buttercup," who mixed up t .e 
Mississippi ¿nd Kiskiminicks so that not a creature 
knew it. 
Dunn also argued in favor of a more equal distri­ 
bution of work, and made some humorous remarks 
upon the .personal appearance of some of the over­ 
worked members of the Committees ou Ways and 
Means, Appropriations, Commerce and Bauking. 
He wanted to relieve those gentlemen 
Reagan, for 
instance, had become pale and thin in wading 
through to"> many rivers and fixing too many har­ 
bors. 
There had been too much w ater in them, and 
he wanted to deprive the Committee on Commerce 
of sotne of the water. 
A fter an extended discussion the committee rose. 
Various executive communications were referred, 
among them one from the Secretary of the Treasury 
in response to a resolution calling on him for in­ 
formation as to the time, etc., of the United States 
Treasury becoming a member of the New York 
Clearing-house. 
Adjourned.
